Tree preservation 
heads last week *s 
Council meeting 

Tree preservation was on the City Council’s lips 
last Tuesday at the regular meeting and the council 
decided to give a contract to Urban Forestry Consult¬ 
ants to complete the scope of work in one of the pro¬ 
posals which included tree protection, removal and 
replacement. 

This will constitute an Oak Tree Preservation 
Ordinance, ultimately. 

A flat rate of $49(X) will be provided for consult¬ 
ing services with Urban Forestry Consultants. Son- 
dra Forkner of the group made a presentation to the 
council at its meeting of Feb. 25. 

The council wishes the plan to address the fol¬ 
lowing issues: establish an ordinance that will protect 
the wide variety of Oak trees; establish within the 
ordinance a tree removal policy; establish review, ap¬ 
peal and arbitration procedures concerning the re¬ 
moval of trees; develop broad guidelines for select¬ 
ing appropriate street trees from among those most 
conducive to a particular landscape or hardscape. 

The ordinance should outline property owner 
and city responsibilities, as well as the request and 
permit process and enforcement procedures and 
penalties for violation. 

The consultants will work with staff and an ad 
hoc working committee, the latter which has yet to 
be appointed.

Earthquake proof your house with these tips 


Earthquakes are a con¬ 
stant threat throughout 
Southern California, and 
any one has the potential 
to cause major damage to 
your home or apartment. 
Earthquake Preparedness 
Month is observed annual¬ 
ly in April to call atten¬ 
tion to the need to “be 
ready.” 

Ray Galias, Gas Com¬ 
pany district manager, 
has some important sug¬ 
gestions for things to do 
to help reduce the possi¬ 
bility of damage. 

Most earthquake dam¬ 
age and injuries are a re-. 
suit of falling items. A 
large bookcase topples 


over, spilling its load of 
heavy items onto whatever 
is below. Vases, dishes, 
photos fall off shelves. 
Even heavy appliances 
can roll around the room. 

The water heater tank, 
because it is tall and heavy, 
particularly is susceptible 
to earth movement. If the 
water heater topples dur¬ 
ing a quake, not only could 
it cause damage by strik¬ 
ing something, it could 
snap the water and gas 
supply lines, and spill the 
water it contains. 

With a few simple tools 
and supplies, that heater 
tank can be made solid 
as a rock. The 30 or 40 


gallons of water that it 
contains might be all you 
have for days if outside 
water pipes and mains are 
snapped. 

Fasten the water heater 
tank securely to the studs 
in the walls with heavy 
lag bolts and metal plumb¬ 
er’s tape which surrounds 
the tank at. the upper third 
and lower third. 

Supplies are available 
at any home or builder’s 
supply store. Some stores 
also have printed instruc¬ 
tions for water heater strap¬ 
ping. Residential custom¬ 
ers of the Gas Company 
will receive a pamphlet in 
their April gas bills with 


detailed instructions. 

Movement during an 
earthquake may also cause 
semi-rigid (like aluminum 
tubing) gas appliance con¬ 
nectors to break. Replace 
these with approved cor¬ 
rugated metal connectors 
of adequate length to pre¬ 
vent the connector from 
being damaged in the event 
of slight movement of the 
water heater of other ap¬ 
pliance. 

Another suggestion is 
to have an adjustable 
wrench available for turn¬ 
ing off the gas valve at 
the meter should it be nec¬ 
essary following an earth-

Carrot Top revisited...

It seems that I got a little bit off the subject 
of telling you about the establishment of the 
Sierra Madre News, but I thought you would 
want to know some of the side issues that helped 
to bring us up to the time and place that we 
started to tell you about. A little bit more about 
the hot metal machines, then back to the sub¬ 
ject. 

After the perfection of the invention of the 
Linotype, several other companies came out with 
machines. I guess patents and trademarks did 
not exist at that time; anyway, such machines 
as Linograph, Lynotype, Monotype and Inter¬ 
type entered the market. 

Intertype and Linotype seemed to perfect 
their machines and were preferred by the print¬ 
ing trade. These machines at that time sold for 
$75,(XX) to $1(X),(XX) depending upon the amount 
of assessories attached. It is easily seen why 
a small town weekly could not afford to own one. 

Sierra Madre, the town 

Sierra Madre, a town, was located in Los 
Angeles County, 17 miles northeast of the city of 
Los Angeles, in the foothills of the San Gabriel 
Mountains. It is bounded on the north by the 
mountains. On the east border is the cities of 
Arcadia and Monrovia and on the west, by the 
city of Pasadena. 

Sierra Madre’s highest elevation is over 
1100 feet above sea level, which is the northeast 
section of town; the lowest elevation is about 
580 feet, in the southeast. The average rainfall 


in the early history of the area was around 26 
inches. Today it is lucky to obtain 16-18 inches 
of rainfall. 

In early 1881, a man by the name of Hugo 
Reid applied to the Mexican Territory of Cali¬ 
fornia for the area known as Santa Anita Rancho 
and was granted to him free of obligations. This 
land changed hands many, many times until, in 
1881, N.C. Carter bought 1103 acres which is 
now called Sierra Madre. 

Carter was an Easterner who purchased the 
approximately one-tenth of the original Rancho. 
His intent was to establish a settlement of peo¬ 
ple in need of a healthy climate. Most of those 
buying into the area were from New England, 
each of them buying 40-acre tracts from Carter 
and subdividing for their purposes. 

In 1885, Sierra Madre’s first industry was 
started, it being a cigar factory. In 1904, the 
Pacific Electric Railway began to operate. For 
the next eight to 10 years. Sierra Madre was 
noted as a resort town with many people coming 
from all over the state for just a walk in the 
mountains. 

During this period in time many campgrounds 
were established in the mountains and at the 
foot of the trails. A number of sanitoriums 
were built, many of which can be seen today in 
the form of small bungalows. 

Sierra Madre was incorporated on Feb. 
20, 1907 and took its name from the range of 
mountains to the north. C.W. Jones was elected 
to be its first mayor.

During World War II Buchan served in the 86

The production of “Any¬ 
thing Goes” currently at 
the Monrpvia Center 
Theater is a good exam¬ 
ple of just how good a 
neighborhood version of 
a large musical can be. 
The various goofy char¬ 
acterizations are well han¬ 
dled, the songs are some 
of Cole Porter’s best, 
the jokes are by people 
like P.G. Wodehouse, 
Howard Lindsey and Rus¬ 
sell Crouse and nobody 
cares about the plot or 
ever did. Dating, with 
some adjustments, from 
1934, it is almost a classic 
form of what was standard 
Broadway Musical Com¬ 
edy - a form as unchang¬ 
ing, for years, as commedia 
del arte. 

Such shows had: 

1. A Star - Ethel Mer¬ 
man originated the role 
of Reno Sweeney, an 
“evangelist - turned - 
nightclub - singer.” 
This unlikely role is sexy, 
uninhibited, sensible 
and humorous. Claud¬ 
ette Soucie-Hynes does 
it with style - possibly 
more in balance with 


the rest of the cast than 
a “name,” and she has 
both the vocal power 
for it and the gutsy 
nuances. 

2. A Romance - Debra 
Anthony’s ingenue role, 
Hope, hasn’t much to 
do but look apprehen¬ 
sive, but she gets to sing 
“It’s Delovely” and a 
romantic ballad, “All 
Through the Night” 
with Ken Barkin who 
shines as Billy, an in¬ 
genious comedy hero. 

3. Comics - Jerry Mar¬ 
ble, first class as Moon- 
face Martin, Public 
Enemy No. 13, and 
Rachel Shira Irom, his 
raucously energetic girl¬ 
friend. The pair would 
grace any musical any¬ 
where. 

4. Character roles - 
Roger May is perfect as 
the imperturbable Sir 
Evelyn Oakleigh, cooly 
watching the other zanies 
until his “Let’s Misbe¬ 
have” with Reno. Rich 
Miller plays both a Wall 
Street Executive and a 
Lush with equal enthu¬ 
siasm, Liz Sundberg 
handles her bit as a So¬ 


ciety Matron with a- 
pkxnb, and Thom Maho* 
is a missionary from 
China. There are nine 
hard-working chorus 
members, and Reno’s 
angelic backups, Lauren 
Ashwell, Melissa Ma¬ 
lone, Jill Gerber and 
Candyce Columbus as 
Chastity, Purity, Vir¬ 
tue and Charity, respec¬ 
tively. 

5. An Orchestra - her 
name is Nancy Ramos 
and she’s a marvel. 

6. Oh, yes, a Plot - 
suffice it to say that by 
the finale, nought has 
gone ill and Jack has 
found Jill. 

Director Sylvia Lavoie 
Miller and her team have 
provided lots of amusing 


action for what is really 
a series of comedy turns, 
and choreographer Kim¬ 
berly Clark has given the 
crowd movement that 
makes them look spectac¬ 
ular. (But the obligatory 
tap-dancing is so painful¬ 
ly simple that 1 couldn’t 
even find the lowly time- 
step in it.)

Easter 

“On Easter morning, 
the tomb was empty, and 
emptiness began to fill 
the hearts of Jesus’ disci¬ 
ples with faith in the mo¬ 
mentous truth that He 
had actually overcome 
sin and death.

“It is easier for us to 
believe in Jesus’ resurrec¬ 
tion than our own. After 
all, Jesus is divine. He is 
truly God, equal to the 
Father and the Holy Spirit 
in all things. Would it be 
right Tor His body to cor¬ 
rupt in the grave? Of 
course not. God the Father 
raised His son to the full¬ 
ness of glory, body and 
soul, in heaven. But our 
own resurrection? Per¬ 
haps inside we are not con¬ 
vinced that such a won¬ 
derful thing as resurrec¬ 
tion from the dead could 
be true for us. 

“It is probably easier 
for us to see the reality 
of our own sufferings than 
it is to believe that Jesus 
actually suffered and died 
on the cross. Maybe we 
feel that His sufferings 


were not quite real, that 
it was easy for Him to go 
through His passion and 
death, heedless of the suf¬ 
ferings, because He knew 
how it would all turn out. 
After all, Jesus is God. 

“But our own suffer¬ 
ings? We know how hu¬ 
man it is to lose a loved 
one in death, to fear the 
terror of cancer, to be a 
slave of alcohol or drugs, 
to be a victim of violence, 
or to face the agony of 
loneliness or worthless¬ 
ness. Every form of hu¬ 
man suffering, great or 
small, is quite real, whether 
it happens to us or to some¬ 
one else. 

“The fact is that all of 
this is true. Jesus suffered 
and He died, Jesus was 
raised by His Father from 
the dead. Both truths 
are equally real. We will 
all one day die. We will 
also one day be raised 
from the dead. Both 
truths are equally real... 
When God’s plan come to 
fulfillment, the celebra¬ 
tion of the resurrection 
will be transformed into 
the fullness of life with 
the Father through His 
Son in the unity of the 
Holy Spirit forever and 
ever. To this truth we all 
proclaim, ‘Amen!’” (from 
the words of Rev. Charles 
E. Miller, C.M.)
